The Civil Service Board— Drunimond 
County Bailway Not Yet 
Beady. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Nov. 5. — Japan and the 
Netherlanda have been admitted to the 
benefit of the preferential tarifT, by an 
order-in-council paaeed yesterday. This 
admiaaion is made on the merita of the 
tariOa of the two countriee, they being 
placed in the same category as those of 
the United Kingdom, British India and 
New South Wales, and the two countries 
named are therefore in an entirely dif- 
ferent position to those comii:g in solely 
on account of the favored uiition clause 
in British treaties, in which Canada has 
had no voice. 

To overcome the dilliciilty created at 
the Toronto observatory by the contigu- 
ity of the electric street railway current, 
rendering the mn^^netic inatrumenta use- 
less, it is proposed to build a special 
magnetic observatory nine or ten miles 
from the city. 

The delay in the inauguration of the 
Intercolonial railway service from Mon- 
treal is due to the fact that ballasting is 
not yet completed on the Drummond 
County road.

The Price of Fish Goes Up Simultaneously 
'With His Accession to Office. 

St. John's, Nfld., Nov. 5.— All tho re- 
turns for the general election are now in. 
The district of St. Babe, the last to be 
heard from, has been won by Mr. Brad- 
shaw, a member of the opposition, by a 
majority of 250 over Mr. Parsons, editor 
of the Telegram, the government organ. 
This places Sir James Winter, the leader 
of the opposition party, at the head of a 
following of 23 in the assembly as against 
13 followers of Sir Wm. Whiteway, the 
present premier.

RECiPKOClTY SUGliESTEU. 

United States Government Reported to Have 
Put Forward the Idea. 

Ottawa, Nov. 5. — Sir Louia Davies, 
who will be in Washington next week in 
company with Premier Laurier, to attend 
the Behring sea sealing conference, says : 
" I have lately been informed by a party 
in thecoafidenceof the American admin- 
istration that they are willing to discuss 
reciprocity on some lines. That would 
be an immense advantage to some of 
our industries, especially to coal in 
Oape Breton and Vancouver Island, to 
lumbermen, to pulp dealers, and possibly 
to those who handle some of our natural 
products, if attended to. Ou the other 
hand, it does not eeeoi apparent what 
American natural products we specially 
want. 

' ' There has been something ofiicial be- 
fore our governments of the desire of 
Americans to enter into recinroclty ne- 
gotiations. This information only comes 
from a side quarter, and, remember, our 
trij) to Washington was arran>;ed before 
tliere was any eucli intimation, and is 
for quite another purpose. While there, 
if wo are approached on the reciprocity 
question, we are willing to discuss the 
same." 

Another member of the government 
thinks the dispatch from Washington 
published yesterday may be based on 
reliable information and understands 
there is strong influence coming from 
the Eastern states for some such arrace- 
ment. The alien labor question may 
also be discussed between both govern- 
ments. 



MANITOBA AND NUKTHWEST. 

Nine Million Dollars for Wlient to Date This 
Year— The Pending Bye-Elections. 

Wi.NNii'Efi, Nov. 5. — The provincial 
bye-elections in South Brandon and 
Turtle Mountain will be liold on Novem- 
ber 27, nominations occurring a week 
previous. The vacancies in these ridings 
were caused by the resignation of Mr. 
Graham, Liberal member for South 
Brandon, and by the death of Mr. John 
Hettle, Liberal, who repreEcntcd tho 
other constituency. The candidates in 
Turtle Jlountain are Tliomaa Nichol, 
Liberal, and James Johnston Independ- 
ent Conservative. The Liberals of South 
Brandon have selected F. 0. Fowler, of 
Wawanesa, as their standard-bearer. 
Turtle Mountain has always been a close 
constituency, but the Liberals anticipate 
a walk-over in South Brandon, as in the 
past the riding has been strongly Lib- 
eral. 

From the best information obtainable 
it is calculated that 12,000,000 busliels of 

wheat have been marketed to date this 
fall l)v farmers of Manitoba and the 
Northwest. This should mean that 
about .'fi),O00,000 has been placed in the 
hands of the wheat raisers of the Cana- 
dian West. The receipts at Fort Wil- 
liam were 5,316,000 bushels during Sep- 
tember and October, and the shipments 
during the same period were 4,300,000 
bushels. The movement of wheat during 
these months to Fort William was the 
largest in the history -of- tlie Canadian 
Paciflc. -

WELCOMED AT WASHINGTON. 

Autfaoritlea There Glad at the Coming of 
Canada'a Premier and lUinlater of 
Marine. 

WAsaiNOTON, Nov. 5. — Anew phase of 
the Behring Sea negotiations developed 
to-day when the state department was 
advised that Sir Wilfrid Laurier, the 
premier of Canada, and Sir Louis 
Davies, minister of marine and fisheriea 
in the Laufier cabinet, would come here 
early nexf., week to take part in the 
negotiations, Later in the day a de- 
spatch from Ottawa reserved apart- 
ments for Sir Wilfrid and Sir Louia and 
party at the Shorebam, beginning next 
Tuesday evening. The British embassy 
was not advised however, and it was 
understood that the British foreign 
ofHco was equally unaware of the fact 
that the chief officials of Canada would 
come to Washington to treaty in person 
on the subject. 

Up to this time the British authorities 
had strenuously insisted that the Behr- 
ing sea meeting was to be confined 
strictly to an exchange of technical in- 
formation between " experts," and they 
have resiated any larger consideration 
of the subject which would involve gen- 
eral principles. Lord Salisbury's letter 
to Secretary Sherman carefully limited 
the meeting to one of *' experts," and in 
execution ot this Prof. Thompson was 
named as the British expert and Prof, 
Macoun as tho expert of Canada. Not- 
withstanding this strictlimitation adopt- 
ed in liOndon tho two chief ofllcials of 
Canada will come to Washington pre- 
pared to diecuBS the subject from a much 
broader standpoint than any thus far 
conceded in London. 

IIov? far they will be able to treat con- 
cerning Behring sea, reciprocity, or other 
subjects is a question of inteieating con- 
jecture. The state department is much 
gratified at their coming, as it is felt to 
offer the first prospect of considering the 
seal question on broader lines than here- 
tofore. 

The Russo-Japanese-American treaty 
relating to Behring sea was not signed 
to-day, the statement being made by 
officials that the formalities were not 
completed. 

UB. BALFOUB MOBE HOPEFUL. 

He Sees a Chance for the Zollverein of 
Which the Liberal Leader Is Afraid. 

London, Nov. 5. — ^Speaking at Nor- 
wich last night, Mr. Arthur J. Balfour, 
first lord of the treasury, denounced 
Loid Ko&ebery's statement made on 
Monday night at Manchester that an 
imperial zollverein "would weaken the 
Empire internally and escite the per- 
manent hostility of the whole world." 
He said: "It is no concern for foroigu 
nations what we do within the Emi)ire." 
lie announced that the irovernment has 
no desire of aggression on the northwest 
frontier of India, but eeekaonly to main- 
tain the prsdent frontier." 

Favor a London Agency. 

Toronto, Nov. 5. — The Globe prints 
interviews this morning with a number 
of leading business men, such as E. B. 
Osier, M.P., Stapleton Galdecott, J. N. 
Laiiginnir, Col. J. J. Davidson and John 
Macdonald, expressing strong approval 
of the ijroposition recently made by the 
Globe that a Dominion coincaercial 
agency should be establiabed in London.

Anthorities of Both Comitries Dis- 
posed to Be-open Negotiations— ^ 
A Ghurcb Union Also. 



Nijw YoiiK, Nov. 5, — Rev. Dr. Chas. 
A. Berry, pastor of the Queen street 
church, Wolverhampton, and chairman 
of the English Congregational Union, 
was a pnsaenger on tlie Teutonic yester- 
day. Dr. Berry's purpose in visiting 
America ia to seek to bring about an 
arbitration treaty between this country 
and England, and also to promote a 
movement for church union, which is in 
progress among non-conformists. He 
will address a muES meeting at Wash" 
ington, December 0, on tho subject of 
the arbitration treaty. 

Wabiiisgton, Nov. 5. — Sir Julian 
Paunceforte, Britiah ambassador, who 
has just returned from London, prob- 
ably will confer with Secretary Sherman 
at an early day concerning the re-open- 
ing of negotiation's lor an Anglo- Ameri- 
can treaty of arbitration. There is . said 
to be no disposition on either side to 
press the Bttbject unduly, but rather to 
allow it to develop along natural lines 
and responsive to public sentiment. Mr. 
Sherman made known to the British 
authorities some months ago that the 
President would view with favor a re- 
opening of the negotiations and was 
iiopeful that a peace treaty ultimately 
would be secured. The British officials 
were much gratified at this suggestion 
but no negotiations were entered upon. 

Since then Sir Julian baa visited Lon- 
don and has had an opportunity to learn 
the views of the foreign office as well as 
the state of British feeling on the sub- 
ject. All the tendencies on the otlier 
aide are favorable to arbitration, al- 
though there is a general indisposition 
to take up the question so long as there 
ia a chance that it would meet the same 
fate aB the Olney-Pauncefote treaty. As 
a result of that treaty an, arbitration 
league has been formed throughout 
England, its aim being to bring about a 
peace comp.ict between that country and 
this. 

Willie Sir Julian was in London he 
was called upon by Mr. Oremar, the 
member of parliament who had been 
foremost in advocating arbitration and 
who visited the United States on that 
mission. Mr. Cremar is as hopeful as 
ever that arbitration between tho two 
countries will be secured. lie will sail 
for New York on Saturday next on board 
tho American liner St. Paul. Mr. Cre- 
mar says he will be the bearer of, and 
will present to every senator an address 
to the United States senate, signed by 
over 70,000 workingmen, each ot them 
being an ofiacer of a trades union and 
representative, altogether 2,750,000 
brother workingmen. 

Continuing, Mr. Oremar said : " On 
a previous visit to the United States it 
was frequently said to me that tiie idea 
of a treaty of arbitration between the 
United States and Great Britian eman- 
ated from the Marquis of Salisbury and 
the privileged classes of Great Britian, 
with the view to tie the hands of tlie 
United States, but proof of the unanim- 
ity of the feeling on the subject here is 
shown by the fact that there were only 
half a dozsn refusals of the invitation to 
sian the address to the United States 
senate urging the conclusion of an arbi- 
tration treaty between the two coun.- 
tries." 



A BODY BECOVEBED. 

Victim of the New York Central Accident 
Found Four Miles Down the 
River. 

Haviciesti'.aw, N.Y., Nov. 5.— The body 
of Algernon W. McKay, who lost his 
life in the New York Central railway 
disaster at Garrison's, was found float- 
ing in tho middle of the river ofl" lona 
island, tour niilea below tho scene of the 
wreck, at 9 :30 o'clock this morning. The 
body was in an advanced stage of de- 
composition. In the pockets of the 
dead man were found a gold watch and 
chain, railroad passes and papers. There 
was a contusion on the left side of the 
face and the clothing was literally torn 
off the right side. The watch had 
stopped at 5:60. McKay was twenty- 
three years of age and had been mar- 
ried six months. Ho waa tho private 
secretary of Superintendent Van Etten, 
and was riding on the engine when it 
made its frightful plunge info the river.

Toronto, Nov. 5. — K. G. Dun t<c Co.'s 
weekly statement of trade in Canada 
says: In the Montreal district there has 
been, since last report, a bountiful rii'j- 
fall which will be of incnlcnlable beneflt 
to the country not only in extinguishing 
fires and making fall plowing possible, 
but also in replenishing wells, which in 
-Eomo diatricta were exhauated, farmers 
liaving to draw water for stock, etc. 
The trade movement is fairly held at the 
level last noted, in some few lim s the 
demand may not be bo brisk, but tliepo- 
ing into effect of winter freight rates on 
the '16th instant hastens the dispatch of 
iheavier goods. City retail business in the 
dry goods line is not very active, but 
wholesalers continue to report the re- 
ceipt of satisfactory country sorting 
orders. The wet cooler weather, has 
stimulated the retail demand for shoes, 
rubbers and clothing. For general gro- 
ceries there is continued activity in in- 
quiry with further stiffening in valuea of 
dried fruits, canned vegetables, etc. 
■General collections still improve. There 
has been some further depreciation in 
cheese values, with some check in buy- 
ing for export. No new features present 
themselves in the money market, call 
funds Ijfcing quoted at 4 per cent. 

There is practically no change in the 
trade situation at Toronto. The demand 
for wools and heavy dry goods generally 
has been restricted in consequence of 
mild weather, and prices show little 
change. A fair sorting up trade infancy 
goods, hosiery, etc., has been done. 
Stocks of merchandise at country points 
generally speaking are not large, and 
with seacODable weather an increased 
movement would be in order. Whole- 
sale dealers in groceries, hardware and 
leather report a satisfactory trade, Pay- 
ments continue good and prices in must 
instances are firm. There continues to 
be a .good export trade in wheat and 
•flour. Several large Western millers 
have orders ahead to keep them busy all 
month and the prices are satisfactory. 
Ked wheat ia in best demand for export. 
J'rices of dressed liogs are lower, the 
inild weather causing packers to hold off.

FOUR CHILDREN MURDERED. 

A Hrrrible Crime Reported from the Back- 
woods of Quebec. 

MoKTREAL, Nov. 5. — A horrible crime 
is reported from Bawdon, a village in 
the woods back of Joliette, four children 
of a man named McNulty being found 
murdered in a horrible fashion. The 
unfortunate children were girls aged re- 
spectively 18, 10 and 14, and a boy aged 
10. The discovery of the dreadful affair 
was made by a friend of the family 
named Morrin a merchant of Oheertsey. 
He called at the house in the afternoon 
and found the door broken in and two 
of the children lying on the floor with 
their heads cut oS, He went out and 
found another girl dead on the road to 
the barn. Entering the barn he found 
the oldest girl dead there with her 
clothing all torn. Morrin quickly gave 
the alarm to the neighbors, all of whom 
live a considerable distance from the 
scene. The parents were sent for at 
once and returned immediately. No 
motive can be assigned for the crime ex- 
cept that of outrage. Suspicion ia at- 
tached to a tramp named Slurphy. It is 
supposed that he found the girl of 
eighteen alone in the house and at- 
tempted to assault her and that the 
others came unexpectedly upon the 
scene. The father and mother were ab- 
sent in St. Julien. The whole country 
is worked up over the murder, and otff- 
cers of the law have been sent to the 
scene from here.

Arthur J. Balfour, spoke at Norwich ; 
.Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, at Sheffield, 
and Mr. Joaeph Chamberlain at Glas- 
gow. Mr. Chamberlain's speech was an 
elaborate defence of the general policy 
of the government. 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, who -^vas the 
principal speaker at the Cutlers' ban- 
quet maintained the attitude he assumed 
two years ago, that England needs re- 
form in military matters rather than an 
increase in the arnay, wbicb he called 
" the costliest army'in the world." He 
said that if it could be shown that an 
increase is imperative the nation would 
cheerfully pay the cost, but he was by 
no means convinced that a mere increase 
of men and expenditure ia all that is 
nseded. 

The Times hints editorially that three 
such apeakers defending the policy of 
the gnvei ninent on the same night savors 
of a waste of energy and it would have 
been better to spreatl over a moderate 
period.

To Request Allotment of the Sutisidy for 
tlie Coast-Kootenay. 

Vaxcouvkk, Nov. 5. — (Special) — A 
delegation in the interest of the Victoria, 
Vancouver and Eastern railway com- 
pany scheme went down to Victoria to- 
day, the city conncils and boards of trade 
of Vancouver and New Weatminater be- 
ing oiFiciftUy represented in the ])arty, 
In this connection the World says ; 

"It is reported that a definite proposal 
has been laid before tlio provincial 
government by the promoters of 
the Vancouver, Victoria & Eastern 
railway company regarding an early 
commtncement on the work of 
construction and reciueatiug an answer 
as to the action to be taken in reference 
to the !f4,000 per mile subsidy embraced 
in the railway aid act of last seaaion. 

" Our readers need not be told that 
the sura of fl.OOO per mile will not grade 
the line, let alone complete it. The low- 
est eatimute— aud we believe it to be a 
touservativu one— is ^iS.OOO per mile, to 
whicli sniii has to be added the cost of 
the rollinc stock, . . . Then there 
are about 70 iniiBS which are not cov- 
ered by any grant. It ia to 



the stock advanced two cents, and an- 
other advance is expected to-day at the 
confirmation of the news. The Chiinne 
company expect to receive .$150,000 in 
the next twelve months na a result of 
the sale of their Gold Fields stock in 
England.

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THE GOLDEN NORTH. 

Chnrlea G. Yale writes to the San 
Francisco Examiner tliat the Klondyke 
raines may to worked out in three yeara, 
if sufficient labor ia employed, and that 
they will yield fally $70,000,000. He 
thinks, however, that this la only the 
bec!inning of gold mining in the Yukon 
valley. Mr. Yale ia statistician of the 
United Statea mint, and visited the 
Golden North for the E.xiaiuiner, AVhat 
he Eays may therefore be taken as 
well worthy oi (treat consideration. 

Mr. Yale believeatbat very rich placers 
will be found in .Alaska. Ia fact such 
are kno\ra to exist, or rather placers 
that would be called rich, if Bitiiated 
any where else ; but they were abandoned 
when the rnsh hito the Klondyke began. 
Under couditiona that have heretofore 
existed in the Yukon valley, the ■work- 
in^'Of .any hat exceptionally rich claims 
was out of the question. With wages at 
?.1B a day placers yielding $10 to $12 to 
the man could not be worked profitably. 
AVheu through the instrumentality of 
better meana of communieation, food be- 
comes cheaper, as it will certainly do 
next year, wages will drop to something 
like reasonable figures, and it will pay 
to work depoeita now lying idle. In 
view of these considerations it ia evi 
dent that if 110 more rich diacoverieg are 
made there will be a great increase in 
Yukon mining, and the industry will be 
a permanent one. There ia no doubt 
whatever of the existence of an enor- 
mous area carrying gold in sufficient 
quantity to make its mining profitable, 
if wages are brought down to reasonable 
figures. 

It would require considerable credu- 
lity tn believe tliat the only very rich 
ground in the vast region drained by the 
Yukon is that on the Klondyke, and 
we are not at all surprised that Mr. 
Yale looks wl til coafidenoe lor the dis- 
covery of depoeita in Alaska (iiiite as 
rich aa any that have been louadin Caii- 
aii.i. I'ractically notliinp; is known of 
the great tribiitariea of the Yukon which 
join it west of the l Ust meridian, such 
as the Porcupine, the Xanana and the 
Koynkuk. The same is trae to an even 
greater extent of many other large 
rivers rising in the Alaskan mountain 
ranges and entering tire eea at diil'erent 
points along ita long coast liuo. In latt 
it may bo said that of tin; 5'!l,iiOO S(juiire 
miles suppoEfed io be included in Alaska, 
practically nothing at all is known about 
four-fltths. There certainly does not 
eeem to be any reason to think that rich 
gold (lepoaita will not bo found wlieiitlie 
country liaa been thoroughly prospected. 
Improvement in tranajiortation facili- 
i ties will facilitate the prospecting pro- 
blem. 

In regard to the Canadian Yakon 
there are certain facts which enable us 
to form better ideas of what the future 
lina in atore than we can about Alaska. 
T;ie Canadian portion of the great river 
Byateiu, lying further south than tlio 
Alaskaa portion, is more accessiblo and 
the sxploratioDS of Dr. Dawaon and 
others have placed the world in possea- 
Bion of a great deal of information re- 
Pliectiiig it. From whatoyer parte of 
this vaat area reports hare been received 
the eubatanco ia the same, namely, that 
the auriferoua region ig onl}' limited by 
the extent of the invee ligations made, 
ThnB we heard the other day from wliat 
seemed competent authority that the 
whole region traveised by the Daltou 
trail abounds in good placers. It will 
be remembered that one miner who 
cinie out by tliis trail reported that lie 
found many deposits, which would ro- 
p iv iit'orking if food was available at rea- 
Bouablc prices. Many reports of diacov- 
eri^a.aroand Lake Bennett have, come to 



hand, and although some of them may 
relate to the same finds, there aeema 
good evidence that the head of this fork 
of the Yukon will yield a largo quautit}' 
of gold. That the bars of the Ilootalin- 
qua carry gold and that the streams ' 
flowing into Tealin lake also do bo seems 
very clear. This ia not merely a sur- 
mise, for gold liaa actually been taken 
out of tliem. The Big Salmon river, 
which enters the Lewis river below the , 
Ilnotalinqua, has been proved to be 
auriferous. The same is true of the 
Pelly and its tributaries, the Stewart and 
its tributaries, and in fact, in a general 
way, of all the streams draining an area 
that may bo estimated at 175,000 square 
milea. 

The available data as to the quartz de- 
posits are few, perhaps foe' the reason 
that no one has yet given maob atten- 
tion to this side of the question. The 
inference from the existence of quartz 
from mines is good, but gold deposits do 
not seem to be governed by any fixed 
laws, they have yet to be discovered. It 
aeema probable that in seeking to deter- 
mine the source of the placer gold some 
considerations must be taken into ac- 
count, which differ somewhat from those 
existing further South. There is a con- 
aeiiBUS of oijiuion that glacial action has 
much to do with the formation of the 
placers, and it seems to bo iuferrablo 
from the known facta of geology, that 
the agencies which followed the erosive 
action of the glaciers, that is the action 
of running water and the weathering of 
the rocks, have had a longer time to do 
their work in southern latitudes than at 
the north. We would look therefore to 
discover the source of the placers at a 
less remote distance from them than we 
would in Southern British Columbia or 
California. The action of prolonged cold 
alternating with hot anmmers and ex- 
tending over an indefinitely long series 
of years, would be likely to produce re- 
sults not to be expected in lower lati- 
tudes, IMoreover it is to be remembered 
that the glacial theory is only a theory 
after all, and hence that when we seek 
to account for placers by attributing 
them to the wearing away of gold-bear 
ing rocks by the action of ice, wo are 
dealing with a speculative subject en- 
tirely. There seems, however, to be no 
reaaon for auppoaing the rule that 
lodo mining will follow placer mining is 
not to be applicable to the Yukoq valley 

These questions have an important 
bearing upon the future of the Yukon, 
and mast be taken into account by all 
persona contemplating the solution of 
the transportation problem. The Dom 
inion government must take them into 
account. Transportation companies and 
merchants must also do so; for if the 
Yukon is to be a permanent gold pro- 
ducer much more extensive preparations 
must be made than will be called for if 
the period of mining development will 
only extend over a few years. Wo think 
the evidence is wholly in favor of the 
permanency of the mining industry in 
the Golden North. 

The aforegoing article was written 
before the delivery of Mr. Ogiivie's in 
structive lecture on the Yukon. He die 
cussed the questiona treated above, and 
his views as to the e:£tent and per 
manency of the gold mines fully bear 
out what is said above. He also gives 
some new evidence as to the existence of 
gold bearing quartz ; but for particulars 
we refer to the report of hie lecture, 
which we print this inorniu^'. 



THE POWER OF TAMMANi'. 

Tlie amount of patronage at the dia- 
poEal of the mayor of Greater New York 
is eciiial to the enormous sum of .$33, 
000,000 a year. It is far greater tlian the 
patronage at the disposal of the govern 
men t of Canada. We think it may be 
said to be more even than the Britieli 
iiiiuiatry lias at ita disposal. It ia doubt- 
ful if even the I'rCBideiit of the United 
.States baa as imicli at hia command. In- 
deed it ia probably 110 exaL'ijeration to 
a;iy that few, if any, potentates in the 
woi Id have so extensive personal power 
in the disposal of places and salaries as 
the mayor of the greatest of American 
ciliea. 

This tremendous power will bo used 
for political purposes to the utmost of 
tlie ability of Tammany Hall, and when 
this is said it is not necessary to say any- 
thing more. It will probably be aufli- 
cienttomake New York safe hereafter 
[or Tammany, and the effect upon the 
next preaidential conteat will be very 
great. Tliiais wliat gives special signifi- 
cance to the late election. 

It is very true that, owing to tho new 
lines of political demarcation in the 
United States, New York does not neces- 
sarily hold the balance of power in 
federal conteats ; but it is not easy to 
overestimate the strength and influence 
which such a combination as Greater 
Tammany will be able to exorcise. The 
prestige of its success and tho knowl- 
edge that it poBsesseB so commanding a 
position in the Empire State will give it 
renewed potency in all parts of the 
Union, that is aentimentally, and con- 
aiderationa of this character count for 
much in determining results. 



tliis province. It ia a fact that the At- 
torney-General has not spent an hour of 
his time in hia business oflice during the 
past year; yet, whenrHpn; ilMr. Slfton 
was attorney-general of Manitoba, he 
remained for by far tho greater part of 
hia time at his private oflice in Brandon. 
Hon. i\Ir. Mitchell, until lately attorney- 
general of New Brunswick, was for the 
greater part of hia time at bis private 
law ofTicn in St. Stephen, his visits to 
the Capital only occurring when the 
government met, which was usually 
once a month for a day or so. Hon. 
Mr. Blair, when attorney-general of the 
same province, resided at the capital, 
but was always to bo found at his pri- 
vate oflice wlion at home. At least, 
he had no public oflice, and he carried 
on a large law practice. Hon. Mr. 
Peters, premier and attorney-general of 
Prince Edward's Island, kept up his pri- 
vate law practice: so did tlie Hon. Sir 
Louis Daviea when lie occupied tho aame 
position, and in fact neither fte nor Mr. 
Blair has given up his private practice 
yet. Sir Oliver Mowat only severed his 
connection with his law firm recently, if 
he lias done so at all. Hon. Mr. Green- 
wiiy, iireinier of iManitoba, does not re- 
side in the capital and comes to town 
only wlien public buaineES calla him. 
We mention tlieao matters, not to excuae 
our local miniaters lor maintaining con- 
nection with their private busineaa, but 
for the purpose of laying stress upon the 
fact that they are very hard worked. 
Messrs. Baker, Eberta and Martm do- 
vote their whole time to tho public ser- 
vice, regularly from day to day, and 
usually for longer liours tlian their 
clerks. Mr. Turner usually devotea an 
hour or so every day to his private com- 
mercial interests, but for the remainder 
of the time ia at hia desk in his 
department. Wo are not advised aa 
to tho intention of the government to 
iucreaae the number of cabinet oflicers; 
but wo believe the interest of the prov- 
ince require such a step. The responsi- 
bilities of the government are increasing 
in nnmber and becoming more diversified 
every year, and a departmental organiza- 
tion that was rqual to their require- 
ments five yeara ago is insufficient now. 



Ai'ROPO.s of the statements lately made 
public as to the private business of pro- 
vincial ministers, it may be said with 
the utmost truth that probably not ever 
the members of the federal ministry de- 
vote more time to tho public service and 
hence are necessarily compelled to 
aacriflce their private afTairs to a great

Neverllieleas, the prevention of pelagic 
sealing ia desirable on humane grounds, 
aa well aa for tbe reaaon that, if it is not 
agreed to all around, the whole sealing 
business will ge to ruin very soon, 
through the extinguishment of the seals.

lOven to Lord Salisbury it might be 
worth while for American jingoes to be 
fair. They talk of his " withdrawal " 
from the Behring sea conference. Wo 
pointed out some time ago that in hia 
note of July 28 he had strictly defined 
and limited the object and compoBition 
of the confeience. Great Britain, Can- 
ada and tho United Stales only were to 
bo parties to it. i\Ir. Foster, wiio runs 
the United States government on the 
Behring sea (juestion, has ever since been 
pressing for tlie inclusion of Japan and 
Russia. Lord Saliabury declined. He 
stands by the coii'ereiice to which lie 
agreed. That ho ia prepared to enter. 
In what sense is this a " withdrawal? " 

It was llie United Statea AmbaBsador 
in l.onilon who conducted tlie negotia- 
tions which ended in tlie agreement of 
July 28. Colonel Hay, no doubt, subse- 
quently asked to have Janan and Russia 
admitted, but as Lord Salisbury never 
assented, Mr. Foster's view — it is sup- 
posed to be hia— that the British govern- 
ment " knew Japan and Russia would be 
represented," is of no force. — New York 
Herald. 

It now seems reasonably certain that 
because of the importunity of the Cana- 
dian government the BritiHh govern- 
ment will refuse to sor.il rci'ri'i'i'nlalivt s 
to tbe Wasliini;ton conference wliich was 
to have been held this month. It is pos- 
sible that this conference, which was 
called for the purpoee of framing regula- 
tions for the protection of seal life in the 
Pacific ocean, will still be held ; as Rus- 
sia, Japan and the United Statea liave 
agreed to be represented by delegates, 
and it is understood that these delegates 
are either upon their way, or are pre- 
pared to attend upon the date which was 
fixed. 

The attitude of Great Britain in this 
matter ia technically correct. That mucli 
may be admitted at the outset. A care- 
ful reading of the auggestions made in 
tho Paris award ahowa that the arbitra- 
tors, while recommending that an agree- 
inent be made for the [irotection of seal 
life in tho Pacific ocean, specified only 
two governments wliicli were to come to 
an agreement on that aul)ject, the two 
governments l)eiug those of the United 
Statea and Great Britain. — Boston Ad- 
vertiser. 

"In taking its cue from Ottawa, tlio 
British coverument haa acted entirely 
within its riglits and in good faith. 
'I'his the Tribune promptly recognized 
and declared. Mr. Ford reasserts and 
emphasizes it, and it is well that that 
should be done. Censoriousnesa is far 
too prevalent on both sides of the sea. 
When Lord Salisbury publiehed hia 
latest Blue Book, unfortunately without 
explanation, and without including in it 
one explanatory note of Mr. Hay's, 
there arose in the British press a chorus 
of denuncitition of " Yankee sharp prac- 
tice " in "enlarging the acope of the 
conference after Great Britain had 
agreed to enter it." For that tiiere ia 
now seen to liave been al)soluteiy no 
reason. Tlie was " no sharp practice " ; 
tho scope of tho conforenco was not en- 
larged, and, indeed. Great Britain did 
not agree, unreservedly, to enter it. So 
there has been, and ia to-day, some in- 
clination to charge Great Britain with 
" foul play " in " repudiating her attree- 
ment to enter the conference." Such, 
charges are, of course, equally baseless. 
There was no such agreement, there has 
been no such repudiation, and there is 
no foul play. What there is on both 
aides is the need to maintain audi ami- 
ability of temper and fairness of judg- 
ment aa will repair this untortuiiato 
break in tho negotiations, and bring the 
controversj' to tbe equitable and hane- 
ficent conclusion of which it is suscep- 
tible.-— New York Tribune, October 8.

GOLD AT BRIDGE BIYEB. 

The Fredoua DIetal Sticks Out ot the Quartz 
• in Small Chunks. 

Some interesting news was given yea- 
terdy by Mr. L. G. Burns, provincial 
constable at Lillooet, about the rich 
quartz country diacovered a coudIc of 
months ajjo on the south fork of Bridge 
river. The first find was made by Nat 
Couehlan in mid August. Placer mines 
had been in operation on Bridge river 
for a long time before this, but Coughlan 
was the first to strike a quartz lead. He 
found quite a quantity ol rich float and 
traced it for some distance along a steep 
hillside; which was covered with loose 
dirt, with here and there a piece of 
quartz float showing. Then he proceeded 
to sink through the loose dirt, and at the 
depth of five feet struck the lod;;e of 
what ia now the Ida May claim. This 
ledge was so rich with free )»old stickinf; 
out of it that Coughlan sold it without 
opening the ledge for ^9,500 to Messrs. 
W. M. Gibson and W. Gilmore, and now 
they have sold a half interest for$'20,0C3. 
Henry Cargill soon after the discovery of 
the Ida May, located the Joe now known 
as the Ben d'Orr. Chunks of ijold some 
worth $3 were found in the Ben d'Or ore 
and ii;25,0C3 was the price for which it 
was Hold t,o Messrs. McKinnon, Robin- 
sou and Nowell, of Vancouver, who ex- 
pect to dispose of the property in Eng- 
land for a million. Aa an illustration of 
the wonderful richness of ifae ore it ia 
stated that 300 lbs which Mr. Burns saw- 
packed out on a male back in a couple 
of soap boxes is worth |2,000. 

As a result of these finds there are 
quite a number of men in the district 
and a number of very likely claims have 
been staked. 

One of these, owned by Burns & Tay- 
lor, is a double claim, the Monarch. 
Like the others spoken of it has gold 
showing very plainly in the white 
(juartz, and to make a thorough test 
eaiuples were taken of ore from which 
tile visible pieces of gold were knocked 
away. The result of the asaays from the 
four ledges on the claim was if4, .^10.75, 
$95 and $71'! — rich enough in all consci- 
ence. Bridge river is sixty miles from 
Lillooet, and there will have to be a road 
built before the minea can be properly 
worked or a stamp mill taken in. On 
the Ida May and Ben d'Or, however, 
there ia quite a force of men working, 
the Ida May having ton or twelve min- 
ers employed and a pack train of aixteen 
horses taking in enpplice.

A MASS OF MINERAL. 

An East Kootenay Property So Described 
With Surface Assays of Sixty 
Dollars. 

Mr, F. BuLtomor, one of the veteran 
proBpecl.ors of East Kooienay and a gen- 
tleman largely interested in the Paris 
Consolidated property, twelve miles to 
the northeast of Fort Steele, is paying 
Victoria a visit and reports that the 
superintendent, Mr. George E. Bush by, 
with a large force of men, is pusliing de- 
velonment vigorously on the Paris Con- 
Boliuiited, witli everything in connection 
looking well. The mine Ig well situated 
in the lieart of the rich mineral belt of 
that district, the Lady Anne group ad- 
joining having been sold only a few daya 
iiiio for ^10, 000, and the Kamshorn — next 
ftdj)ining — being at present tb.e subject 
of negotiationa in connection with a 
$25,000 bond. 

At the Paris Cousolidated, the work 
of constructing trails and erecting uecus- 
Eary buildings, haa now been completed 
and the driving o( the tunnel has com- 
menced. The propositiou ia declared by 
mining men of experience to be as prom- 
ising aa any in East Kootenay. It has a 
contact vein showinK ^0 to 50 feet wide 
in the croppinga, and the mountain be- 
hind is described as " one mass of min- 
eral." The ore can be dumped at the 
riverside only five miles away and im- 
mediately opposite the North Star land- 
ing, so that transportation facilities are 
not wanting. Aasnj.-a of the surface ore 
— silver and gold galena — give a return 
of .too.

A very happy idea was that of secur- 
ing for Victoria the opportunity of hear- 
ing Mr. William Ogilvie, F.R.G.S., in a 
lecture on the Yukon region, for that 
gentleman ia known as the greatest 
authority on that now famous country, 
and people tliroughout tlie world 
are to-day keenly anxious to ob- 
tain all the information that can be had 
in regard to its history, characteristic 
resources and probable future. Con- 
sequently the audience crowded insti- 
tute hall when the great explorer last 
night eave some of his experiences in 
the Yukon, and told about the climate 
and natural resources of the immense 
region with wdiich iie ia so well 
(|uainted. The high opinion the public 
liave formed of Mr. Ogilvie's services, 
was shown by theajiplauseas he entered 
the hall, and no one who heard him 
speak could fail to be favorable im- 
pressed with the simple, unaflected 
natural, yet impresaive, manner of his 
discourse. 

Eon. Col. Baker in introducing Mr, 
Ojilvie, remarked jokingly that the rea- 
son all were asBembled was that Mr. 
Kains wao prospecting for gold— and 
locat'ug his old friend Mr. Ogilvie in 
town had prevailed upon him to give 
this lecture for the benefit of St. James' 
church, with which Mr. Kains ia prom- 
inently identified. That was the reason 
a charge had been made at the door, the 
collection being taken witii the content 
of Hon. Clifibrd Sifton, Mr. Ogilvie's 
chief. Col, Baker referred to Mr. Ogil- 
vie's great services aa an explorer in the 
North during the paat ten yeara, for 
which he had received the medal 
of the Royal Geographical Society 
and had been made a Fellow 
of that celebrated body. After 
speaking of IVIr. Ogilvie'e great eervioea 
to Canada, CoL Haker remarked amid 
anplause that while there is gold in the 
Klondyke, yet he believed that in the 
great mineral belt of gold and silver ex- 
tending from the southern to the north- 
ern boundary of the province, British 
Columbia has greater wealth than even 
the far-famed region. (Applause.)

formation from me— but I have been 
able to compile a few notes. You know 
the general explanation which is often 
used by the good lady of the house when 
she says that your visit ia altogether un- 
expected and has taken her by surprise, 
although you know that slie haa notonly 
been good enough to expect, but naa also 
during the paat few days been busy 
making preparations for your comfort. 
However, you will see that I am not in 
that ])osition, hut am really in iiio posi- 
tion in which the good lady of the houae 
professes'to be and is not; with tliis im- 
portant dillerence that I cannot " cook " 
that which I have to serve to you. 

I£ you will kindly allow this to be un- 
derstood, and pardon any shortcomings, 
I will do my best to give you all the in- 
formation 1 can, and if you do see any 
fault pleaae attribute it to this want of 
preparation. My hands are tied officially 
and I am not able to disclose certain 
things until a certain bluebook is pub- 
lished at Ottawa, whicli I hope will be 
early next year. I must also say that 
never but once before have I occujjied a 
similar poaitiou to that in which I am 
placed to-night, and that on that occa- 
sion I acted as chairman, 

Xow, to make a commencement of ILe 
subject, we will aaanme that we want to 
visit the Yukon country. I may eay, 
Mr. Chairman, that I object to the use 
of the name Klondyke, because that is 
so small a portion of the territory we 
have up therein the Yukon region, in 
comparison with whicli the area of the 
Klond\ke would not compare any more 
than my hand would with that "black- 
board, and nearly all that vast stretch of 
country has yet to be prospected. 

I will first introduce you to the sev- 
eral routes into tliia great gold-bearing 
region which are now known. Ljaving 
Victoria by any one of the steamers 
which run from here, we make our way 
through the well known Seymour nar- 
rows, taking care to time that passage to 
reach there at a suitable stage of the 
water, fur it is well known that no ship 
can go through except at either high 
or low tide. In a few daya, according to 
the capacity of the steamer, we reach 
Port Simpson, the moat northerly sea- 
port in Britiah Columbia or Canada on 
the Pacific ocean. If we wish to 
make our way in in British bot- 
toms we can here take the 
river Rtpnmera and proceed from 
Port Simpson to Wrangel, it being about 
170 miles from the former point to (he 
moutli of the Stickcen river; proceeding 
up that river about 150 miles, or jjer- 
haps a little less distance, as will ba 
proved wiien the surveys are made for 
the proposed railway facilities. That 
distance occupies sixty houra or a little 
more. From the head of the Stickeen, 
the road would follow through an undu- 
lating country which presents no ob- 
ataclea to railway construction, and for 
the greater part of the distance of 
150 miles is pretty well covered with 
tiiaber. I would mention, however, that 
the natural food supply available for 
horses will not be sufficient for any great 
number. It might be said that enough 
would be found for say two hundred 
head, but any great number would soon 
eat oir what there is and it will be 
necessary that audi arrangements shall 
be made as will render it possible for the 
uatural supply to be increased by im- 
porting sufiicient for any number over 
and above that. 

Arrived at the head of Tcalin lake, we 
produce our whipsawsaud commence to 
get out lumber for our boats. Xow, 
whipsawing has been aaid to be one of the 
inventions of Satan, and when two are 
doing that work it ia netesairy for suc- 
cess that one shall push aud the other 
shall pull ; but when, as is too often the 
case with the tenderfoot, both either 
pull or both push, there is likely to be 
Eome enquiry from the man who is 
above what the other fellow is doing, 
and there may be some complimentary 
languaue indulged in and the man be- 
low ask hia partner to come down and 
have it out. And if the same man below 
gets a grain of sawdust in his eye (luring 
the ijrogreaa of the i|uarrel there will be 
([uile a aalpliuroua atmosphere for some 
lime. After a while though in spite oi 
tiieric diilicultiea the boat will ha unally 
not ready ami then coininencos the trip 
lown tlie Tealiii lake, which is bO miles 
long and bounded on both sides by liigii 
inountaiiia. This distance is of cour-e 
only aa I bave been told. We arrive at 
the head of the Hootalin<iua after tra- 
versing the lake. This river ia marked 
on the map as being the Teelin, which 
is the Indian name for a fish which 
is caught in the lake. The Hoota- 
linqua river is about 125 miles long 
—or a total distance from Victoria to 
Dawaon City by way of the Stickeen, 
Tesliu and Hootalin(|Ua route, of l.liUO 
miles. At two points, one near the heail 
of the river and one (]uite a dietaiice 1)b- 
low, there are ohataclea in the way of 
steamboat navigation at certain times of 
tlie year, during certain stages of the 
river. A few miles below, the river 
broadens out into iiinuinerable channels 
until at last, at the lower end, it "idena 
to two and a half miles. If one of these 
channels were deepened out, a auUicieut 
depth of water could be obtained to 
allow of a free ptissage for a steamer 
drawing three or four feet without diffi- 
culty. 

I leave vou now at the mouth of the 
Teslin, aiiil go back to Wrangel, where 
wo take un American boat to Juneau. 
There haa been during the last few 
months some talk in regard to a proposed 
route by way of Taku Inlet. In 1804 
and IS'Jo I was eniploved to go in that 
portion of the country. Taku Inlet is 
something about eighteen miles long, 
and leads up to a glacier of much greater 
eize and ailbrdinc conaiderably more 
danger to boats than the much talked of 
Muir glacier in Alaska. The ice is caatofl' 
in creat avalancheR and ia continually 
breaking ofi". I have viaited the Jluir 
glacier and have never seen a breaking 
take place; whereas in Taku, v^here I 
Coniinued on page Bi/e,

lomained for three weeks, ^ hp.w large 
bodiea of ice break away every day, 
which in every case create a surge in the 
water that is dangerous to boats even to 
ao great a distance as three milea away 
from the glacier. This Taku river ex- 
tende'for sixty miles. There are enor- 
mona gravel bars which reader 
it impoBsiuIe for steamboatB to navi- 
gate it, althoagh it is said 
they might during the mouths cf 
June or Jaly — or durinc thie warm wea- 
ther. From tiie forlca we go up by tiae 
left-hand branch about nine milea over 
toTagiah lake. Along this route we meet 
with no very great diflicultiea, and keep 
up about nine miles, going past the Sil- 
ver Salmon cireek. In regard to this 
route I may say, however, that I have 
not examined anj[ considerable portion 
lof it, but civil engineers are now explor- 
ing it and their repoirts will of course be 
made public. 

Froin the summit there will be no 
diflicalty in constructing a road to tlie 
head of Tealin lake. We have here then, 
two roads — one of them oU'ering almost 
perfect advantagea with the additional 
sreater one tbat it can be called an all 
Canadian route if we choose to bo name 
it. We go back again to the coast, now, 
and proceed a hundred miles above up 
to Skagway, .where we find the cele- 
brated White pass route. From tide water 
to the Eummit of the White Pass is a 
distance of about seventeen miles, four 
mile's being through all timber. Above 
that the valley breaks, and any road will 
have to be constructed to lead along the 
hillaide'. An elevation of 2,000 feet is 
roaehed at the summit of the pass. Once 
on the sumaiit tlie remainder of tlio 35 
miles is tolerably level but is extremely 
rocky, and the land is oi very little 
valuo. 

We now go to the Dyea route, which 
Las been used by the Indiana for gener- 
ations. And it is evident that they 
knew their business in selecting it. The 
word Dyea is itself an Indian one, mean- 
ing " pack " or " load " — a very appro- 
priate name for the trail. From tide- 
water to the mouth of the canyon it 
would be aa easy to build a road as cau 
well be imagined, as easy almost as to 
conBtruot one along one of your city 
Btreets. From the mouth of the canyon 
to Sheep Camp, construction is more 
difiicult ; in fact it would probably be 
neceseary to suspend the road by iron 
girders Irom the sides of the clifls. From 
Sheep Camp to the head of the climb ia 
yet more difficult, aa all who have 
sone over the road will heartily agree. 
It ig very steep and very, very atony. 
From the aumrait to Lake Lindeman 
there ia a decline of 1320 feet, and the 
road has been somewhat improved of 
Lite, Lake Lindeman itself, the first 
lake, is about four and u half miles long 
and between Lake Lindeman and Lako 
LeBarge there is a sandy ridge three- 
quarters of a mile long which brings ua 
to the end of the present Dyea route. 

Lake Bennett, which is first encoun- 
tered on what is known as the Skagway 
route, ia for the first half of its length 
narrow 'and comparatively shallow. 
'J'lie other end of the lake is fully 
exposed to the strongest winds 
prevailing in that district, and which 
fri<l!iently get up a very ugly sea, de- 
ciaudly dangerous for small boats, aa I 
have myself experienced. Cariboo cross- 
ing, which ia about two and a half miles 
luijg, brings us toTagish lake, which is 
about 17 utiles long. Here the Mounted 
I'olicc and Canadian customs officers 
have been stationed. The geography of 
Tagish lake is already pretty well known, 
uor need any special attention be given 
to Marah lake. 

Twenty -five miles from Marsh lake we 
come to the canyon where the river 
is very swiiD and passes between al- 
most pcrpejidicnlar walls. _ Bunning 
tlje canyon is easily practicable pro- 
vided the boat be kept in the 
very centre of the stream. Do this 
and the boat ridea through safely. If 
not she will be dashed against the aide 
walls oi basakic rock and pounded to 
pieces. Iti the middle of the canyon, 
which ia about live-eights of a mile long, 
ia the basin — a circular pool from which 
it would impossible for a man to cliinb 
out of. At the foot of the canyon ia a 
very large rapid through which the boat 
goes BO fast that she dips into them, 
taking in water unless the greatest care 
is taken. Should she get into the 
eddy, man and boat will be 
thrown on the bank whether they 
will or no. Below the canyon 
there ia anoUier rapid, which, however, 
oUtjrB no spircinl obstacle to a man want- 
ing to go Liirougii. I've been through. 

Below that ia what ia known as the 
Wtiite lloric rapid. Now you can run 
the White ilorse if you want to — at least 
you can try to. I don't. I traced up 
Itiirteen men who had lost their lives In 
running tliis rapid in a single seaaon 
and though I cannot eay bo for certain, 
I ttelieve that this must have been a 
large proportion of those who made the 
attempt. Of course for those who want 
to do the daring deed and talk about 
it afterwards, there is the White 
Horse rapids to be run. I don't do 
ii, however. Below, at the Five Fingers, 
the river ia partially dammed by a con- 
glouicrate rock Btanding like a pillar in 
till; aireaiii . Avoidiiig it, let the boat 
easy :uul all will be well. But see that 
the boat does't dip or she will take much 
more water than you rcciuire. Below 
this there ia another rapid, and then the 
fiuioolli and unluimi)ered river, from 
wliich on everything is all right. 

Of the Dal ton trail I know nothing by 
personal observation— only by report. 
1 bad an interview with Mr. Daltou, 
f lom whom the trail is named, in 189(>, 
»nd I have also talked with Mr. Mc- 
Arthur, our surveyor, who haa spent 
tome liine in that diatiict recently. 0( 
course the substance of her report can- 
not be divulged at present. 

The summit of this trail isahoutforty- 
five miles from the coast and o,OUU feet 
about the sea, the watershed is about 75 
miles from the coast and Dalton'a trad- 
ing post 100 miles from the coast. Thence 
to the Pelly ia 200 miles further. This 
route passes over a nice undulating 
plain, well timbered in the valleys and 
with grass on the slopes, but not enough 
to feed any number of animals. The 
first ."1 miles of the Daltbn trail ia in dis- 
puted territory, the rest of it in Canada, 
just as is tlie case with the Dyea and 
JrJkagway trails. Now, for my part, I 
think that it is our duty aa Canadians to 
uink all political diScroncea — to 
let the lire of patriotism con- 
Bume all feelings that would tend 
to retard the acquisition of this moatde- 
eiralOe line as an all-Canadian route to 
the Yukon (applause), so that we may 
enjoy aa far as poBsible tbe benefits tbat 
regtoa wiU' bring if i W J^ihts 



wisely and well. We have the best end 
of the Yukon river — that ia certain. In 
going down the Yukon in a steamer le- 
cently from Dawson City, the first 140 
miles was made without any difficulty, 
and until we got below Circle City there 
was no trouble. But below that the 
steamer began to labor, the water 
got shallower, and the steamera have 
often been detained on eand bais 
for weeks. It is .a eommon occurrence 
to be delayed hours and even daya on 
bars and in on what is known as the 
Yukon flatP, juat below Circle City. Not 
once is there difficulty of this kind found 
in our part of the river, but in the 
Alaska portion it is an every day occur- 
rence for a steamer to stick. I know of 
one steamer that stuck for three weeks, 
another that waa on a aand bank for four 
or live daya till another steamer came 
along and bunted her ofl', and then 
stuck on the aame bar herself — and 1 
don't know how long she stayed there, 
(Laughter.) 

The navigation of the Yukon river in 
the upper part is open from May till the 
middle of October; while at the mouth 
it is not opeu before the Ist July, and 
navigation doea not last longer than the 
let of October — that ia only from two 
and a half to three months — and it takes 
river stoamers fourteen, fifteen and aix- 
teen days to get up the river to Dawson. 
St. Michael's, the ueadquartera of the 
river boats, is 80 milea irom the mouth 
of the river, and only in calm weather 
<;an the steamers cross tbat bit of open 
sea. Of course thia route by way of 
St. Michael's with its river difiicultiea is 
notour road. We have a right to navi- 
gate the Yukon, but, as I said before, it 
is not our route. 

Xfow I will tell you the veasels that are 
engaged at present uavigalitif; the Yukon. 
The Alaska Commercial Company have 
two large steamers, the Alice and the 
Bella, besides amaller onea named 
Margaret and the Victoria, last be- 
ing named after Queen Victoria as it 
waa built in the Diamond Jubilee year 
and launclied about the time of the 
Jubilee. There was also two other email 
steamers belonging to the company run- 
nine at the mouth of the river. The 
North American Transportation and 
Trading Company hava three steamers 
and contemplate putting on two more 
next summer. 



EARLY GDliD DISCOYBEIES. 

Disappointments and Qifficnltles cf tlie First 
i:'rospectors— Rich Ground Struck 
Eleven Years Ago. 

Next let me tell you something about 
the history of the discovery of gold in 
the Yukon. Early in the '70'b an at- 
tempt waa made to get ovortoTeslin 
lake by Casaiar miners, who learned of 
the existence of a large lake northward 
from Cassiar. Several people tried, but 
unsuccesBfully, and returned disgusted. 
In 1872, September 2, two north of Ire- 
land men, from county Antrim, named 
Harper and F. W. Hart; Geo. W Finch, 
who came from the vicinity of 
Kingston; Andrew Kanaelar. a 
German; and Sam. Wilkinson, an 
Englishman, left Manson Creek to go on 
a prospecting trip down the Mackenzie 
river. Harper, because there had been 
found gold on the Liard, which empties 
into the Mackenzie, was under the im- 
pression that there waa gold on the Mac- 
kenzie. He made his way down to what 
is known as Half-AVay river. There lie 
met a party of men surveying lor the C. 
P. railway, and unwittingly helped to 
drive a spike in one great highway, 
because they gave their boat to 
the survey men to make their 
way up the Peace river. Harper 
and the others packed their provisions 
up ihe Half Way river and over a two or 
three mile portage to the waters of the 
Nelson river, down which they went un- 
til they found it safe for the passage of 
canoes, where they made a cache and 
proceeded to make three dog out canoes 
with whiuli to descend the Nelson. 

In 1S91 1 was sent by the Dominion 
government to examine the northeast 
portion ol the province, and going in the 
trail followed by Harper, I saw the cache 
which Harper had told nieabout in 1887. 
Well, Harper's party made their way 
down to the Liard river where they me't 
two men named McQuesten and Slayo. 
Wilkinson determined to try his luck 
on the Liard, and left the others. 
Harper, Hart, the German and 
Finch went down the Mackenzie across 
to the Peel and thence over to Bell's 
river, and isn allluent of the Porcupine, 
down the Porcupine to Fort Vukou. 
Tliure Hivrper saw un Indiau'who bad 
some native coi)pur which he aaid came 
from White river and Harper determin- 
ed to try for it. llari)er. Hart and Finch 
vent -lUO miles to W'Hilo river in Septem- 
ber l)rtt (lid not Und the copper. 
Instead they found some gold 
as the resulta of the search. 
They found no gold on the Jlaokenzi 
The result of Harper's prospecting he 
gave to iiic as follows: On the Nelson, 
notliiiif; ; on the the Liard, colors; on 
the .'Mackenzie, notliiii),'; on the Peel, 
fair proaiiectB ; on the Btill, nothing ; on 
the Porcupiiio, colore; and proajjecta 
everywhere on the Yukon. 

I'roviBions giving out, they hail to 
make their way down the river ti 
IMichael'a. On his way back llari)er 
eaw an Indian witli some gold \m sai " 
came from the Koviikuk. 

Inquiry elicitetl from the Indian the 
place where he found thrj gold, and Har- 
per prospected thereall winior but found 
nottiing. Id is now known where the 
Indian got the gold, which was not at 
the place he indicated. During the 
summer McQuesten made his way up the 
Yukon and built Fort Bellance, about 
six and a half milea below the mouth of 
the now famous Klondyke. Ia the fol- 
lowing suunner Hari)er joined him there 
and they traded in partnership at that 
part for many years. The valley of the 
Klondyke waa their favorite hunting 
ground, butthey never prospected there, 
and it they had, in the Klondyke itaelf, 
they would have found nothing, for it ia 
a swift mountain etream, which haa 
washed away all the /iuer sand and 
gravel ; conseciuently the gold would 
sink out of sight, and in those days no 
prospecting was don<^ but on the bars in 
the rivers and creeka. 

lu 1882 gold waa found on the Stewart 
river by two brothers, by name Boswell, 
from the vlcLnlty'of Peterboro. At thia 
time there were onl^ about thirty or 
forty miners in the distriot. A number 
of Cassiar miners had discovered the 
river from Lake Le Barge and had done 
considerable proapecting, finding fine 
gold. On the Stewart the bars yielded 
line gold in amalT quantity. In ISSG 
Mr. Harper eatablished a trading post, 
and in the same year some prospectora 
found coarse gold at Forty-Mile. 

This took all the miners up to the 
Forty Mile, coarse gold being what every 
miner ia lookisjs for, and the excitement 
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there continued to draw them until 18i»l , 
when gold was found on Birch Creek— 
200 miles below Forty Mile. This dis- 
covery was due to a Canadian mission- 
ary, Archdeacon Mapdonald of Fort Peel, 
travelling through the country from 
Tonana river, where he found a nugget 
He reported the lind to some prospectors 
whom ho met and gave them a deacrip- 
tion of the ]>\am where he had made the 
find. A search was made, but although 
the men could not from hia deasription 
locate the spot— they found gold. 

This, of course, boomed Birch creek, 
and in 1891 everyone at Forty Milo went 
down there. One or two creeka are 
rich, but the best of them cannot begin 
to compaie with the Kl Dorado or the 
Bonanza, the tributaries of the Klon- 
dyke. As an incident, I may mention 
that one experienced man told me that 
the Birch creek diggings are "only 
Chinese diggings" compared with the 
later diecoveriee which havo attracted 
auch attention to Kl Dorado and Bonan- 
za. He Buiil that he knew of one claim 
on El Dorado which he would not give 
for tlie whole of the Birch Creek dis 
trict. 

Gold waa found on the head of Forty 
Mile. Napoleon Gulch, named after the 
Frenchman who located it, is rich 
nugcets. Franklin Gulch is pretty rich, 
as are also Davis, Mosquito and Chicken 
creeks. The last named, discovered in 
180(3, waa considered very rich at the 
time, this being a few weeks before the 
discovery of the sold in Ei Dorada and 
Bonanza, By the United States law a 
man is allowed to take up a claim 1,320 
feet in length, and before anyone conld 
get there the few who dlBcovered it took 
it all up, so that everyone else waa shut 
out. 

For some time there was a doubt as to 
whether some of the creeka upon which 
gold had been found were in Alaskan 
territory and in 18SG I was sent in by 
the autlioritiea to mark the boundary 
line as I might find itneceaaary. Jliller 
and Glacier creeka join Sixty Mile which 
runa into the Yukon forty miles above. 
It was called Sixty Mile becaufe it was 
believed to be that distance above Fort 
Reliance. In my survey of the line I 
found that these two creeks, which are 
the liehest, are iu Canada. So far are 
they in Canadian territory that no doubt 
as to the location of the boundary line 
can affect the queation, they being at 
least two miles east of it. Se that we 
can claim these two creeks which are 
very rich, without any doubt, and in ad- 
dition we can claim a much larger region 
which I will describe. 



THE FIRST OF KLONDYKE. 

Its 'Discoverer ScolTed at as tbe Greatest 
Liar Extant-That Was But Fifteen 
Months Ago, 

The discovery of the gold onthe Klon- 
dyke, as it iij called, although the proper 
name of the creek is an Indian one, 
Thronda, was made by three men, 
Robert Ilenderaou, Frank Swanaon an(l 
another one named Munson, who 
July, 1S96, were proapectinj; on Indian 
creek. Tliey proceeded up the creek 
without linding anflicient to satisfy 
them until ihey reached IJominiou 
crtek, and after ])rospecting there they 
crossed over the divide and found Gold 
Bottom, got good prospects and went to 
work. 

Provisions running abort they decided 
to make their way to Sixty ^lile to oh- 
tiiin a fresh supply, and went up Indian 
creek to the Vnkou to Sixty Mile where 
Harper had eetaliliehed a tradiiii; jioat. 
Striking upwards on Forty .Milo they 
c.iuiH! across a man, a Calilorniiui, who 
was li.shingiii company with two Indians. 
The ludiaria were Canadian Indiana, or 
King George men, aa they proudly called 
theiDHclves. Now, one of the articles of 
the miner's code of procedure is that 
when ho makes a discovery lie ahall lose 
no time in proclaiming it, and the 
man felt bound to make the prospec- 
tors acquainted with the information 
that there was rich pay to be got in Gold 
Bottom, The two Indians showed a 
route to this creek, and from there they 
crossed over the high ridge to Bonanza. 

From there to Eldorado is three milea, 
and they climbed up over tlio ridge be- 
tween it and Bonanza, and reaching be- 
tween Klondyke and Indian creeka, 
they went down into Goltl Bottom. 
Hero they did half a day's prospecting, 
and came hack, striking into Bonanza 
about ten miles l)eyond, wlierethey took 
out from a little nook a jiaii wliich en- 
couraged them to try further. In a few 
moments more they had takou out 
.$12.75. A discovery claim was located, 
and also one above and one below for the 
two Indians. 

In August 1890 the leader, generally 
knowu aa Siwash George becauBe he 
lived with the Indiana, went tlown to 
Forty Mile to get provisions, He met 
several miners on his way and told them 
of his find, showing the $12.7.5 which he 
had put in an old Winchester cartridge, 
They would not believe him, hia reputa- 
tion for truth being somewhat below par, 
The minora paid that he waa the greatest 
iar this aide of — a great many plncea. 

They came to me finally and asked ine 
my opinion, and I pointed out to them 
that there was no queation about his 
having the $12,76 in-:gold;:the only 
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question was, therefore, where he had 
got it. He had not been ud Miller or 
Glacier creek, nor Forty Mile. Then 
followed theexcitement. Boatload after 
boatload of men went up at once. Men 
who had been drunk for weeks and 
weeks, in fact, were tumbled into the 
boats and taken up without being con- 
scious that they were travelling. 

Oaa man who went up waa so drunk 
that ho did not wake up to realization 
that he was being taken by boat until a 
third of the idaraey had been accom- 
plished, and he owns one of the very 
best claims on the Klondyke to-day. 
(Laughter.) The whole creek, a dis- 
tance of about twenty milea, giving in 
the neighljorhoodof two hundred clainia. 
waa staked in a few weeks. Ml Dorado 
creek, seven and a half or eight miles 
long, providing eighty claiiue, was 
staked in about the same length of time. 

ISoulder, Adams and other gulches 
were proapected, and gave good Hnrfa(;e 
showings, gold being found in the gravel 
in the creeks. Good surface prospects 
may be taken as an indication of the 
existence of very fair bedrock. It was in 
December that the character of tlie dig- 
giaga was established. Twenty-oneabove 
discovery on Bonanza was tlie one which 
first proved the value of the diatrict. 
The owner of this claim was in the habit 
of cleaning up a couple of tufafuls every 
night, and paying his workmen at the 
rate of a dollar and a half an 
hour. Claim No. 5, Eldorado, was 
the next notable one, and here 
the pau of ^;112 waa taken out. That 
was groat. There was then a pan of 
oven greater amount on No, li, and they 
continued to run up every day, and you 
wiio are down hero kmnv better of the 
oxcitement there was than 1, who was 
in and didn't see it. 

The news went down to Circle City, 
which emptied itself at oiico and came 
up to Dawson. The miners came up any 
way they could, at all houra of the day 
and night, with provisions and without 
aupplios. On their arrival they found 
that the whole creeks had been staked 
inonths before. A good many Oana- 
dians who were in their talk out and out 
Americans, came up to Canadian terri- 
tory with a certain expectation of real- 
izing Boaictliing nut of this rich ground 
hy reason of their nationality. One of 
them )>articnlarly, on tindiug that he 
was too late, cursed his luck and said 
that it was awfully strange that a man 
(!ould not get a footing in hia own coun- 
try. 

Another of these men who arrived too 
late wasan Irishman, and when he found 
he could not get a claim he went up and 
down the creek, trying to bully the own- 
ers into selling, bouHting that he liad a 
pull at Ottawa and threatening to have 
the claims cut down from 500 to 250 feet. 
He came along one day and offered to 
wager f 2,000 that before August JL they 
would DS reduced to 260 feet. One of 
the men to whom he had made thia offer 
camo and asked me about it, I said to 
him, " Do you gamble?" His rejaly was 
"A little." Then I told him that he 
was never surer of ^'2,000 than ho would 
have been if he had taken mat bet. 

This ran to such ar: extent that I put 
up notices to t^' eU'eot -that ' the length 



of the claims was regulated by act of the 
parliament of Canada, and that no 
change could be made except by that 
parliament, and telling the miners to 
take no notice of the threats that had 
been made. 

Jim White then adopted another 
dodge, locating a fraction between 3t) 
and 37, thinking that by getting in be- 
tween he could force the owners to cctme 
to his terms, forgetting that the law of 
this country does not allow any man to 
play the hog. For three or four days 
this state of tblngB kept the men in an 
uproar. I was making my survey, antl 
getting towards oG and 37; when I got 
near, I delayed my operations and went 
up to 30, finding there would be no frac- 
tion, or at least an insignificant one of 
inches. 

I took my time, and in the meantime 
the owner of 30 became very uneasy, 
I and White also. I set in a stake down 
in the hollow until I sawliow much frac- 
tion there was. I found only a few 
inches. 1 waa very tedious with thia 
portion of the work, and the man who 
was with me seemed to have (juito a 
difliculty iu lixing the stake. Then I 
went down with tlie remark that I would 
do that myself. I had made it a rule 
never to tell anyone whether there was a 
fraction until it was marked on the j)i>st. 

While 1 waa standing liy the pcji .Ji'c 
White came up to me. Ho had ;i io">.' 
way to go down the creek, he said — auu 
be did not want to wait .\i\y iuneer itiai- 
was necessary. Well, I . li I, 1 c.n't leli 
you just yet exactly how .iin h of a 'nvi- 
tiou it will be — but aomefuing about 
three inches. That is how Jim comes to 
be known now as "Three Inch White."

MOUNTAIN OP GOLD ORE. 

Rich Quartz Located by Many Prospectors- 
Testa Made by Mr. Ogilvie 
Himself. 

In regard to quartz claims, Beven have 
already been located ia the vicinity of 
Forty Mile and Dawaon, and there is 
also a mountain of gold beiiring ore in 
the neighborhood yielding ifsf) to $7 a ton. 
Theiiuestion to besonaidered ia whether 
with that return it will pay to work 
under the peculiar conditiona which 
exist and the enormous freight rates 
charged for transportation of anythinf; 
of that kind. 

About forty milea further up the river 
two large claims have been located by 
an expert miner hailing from the United 
States, and who has had considerable 
experience in Montana and other miner- 
al states, aud he assured me that the 
e-vtent of the lode ia Bticli that these two 
claims arc ureuter than any proposition 
in the world, going from .$1) to a ton. 
On i3ear creek a quartz claim was lo- 
cated last winter, ahd I drew up the 
papera for the owner, lie had to swear 
that he had found gold; lie swore that 
ho did, and he told me the amount 
which, if true, will make it one of the 
most valuable properties that exiata in 
the country. 

On Gold Bottom, another claim haa 
been located, and I made a teat of the 
ore. I had no sieve and had to employ a 
hand mortar, which you who know any- 
thing of the work will underatand would 
not. give best results. The pooreat re- 
ault obtained was, however, $100 to the 
ton, while the richest was $1,000. Of 
courae I do not know what the extent of 
the claim ia, but the man who found it 
aaid that from the rock expoaed, the de- 
posit must be considerable in extent, 
•fie didn't know whether the e.^posure 
was the result of a slitie, but said that it 
would bo an easy matter to find tlie 
lode. 

About thirty milea up the Klondyke 
another claim waa located, and ttie man 
Bwore that it wna rich, although he 
would not say how rich. 

On El ] lorado and Bonanza the gold 
obtiuned on the diflerent benches haa 
about the aaine value, thafcia it has about 
the same degree of fineness, and ia worth 
about ^i^lU per oz., and aa you go down 
the creek thia value decreaaea to about 
ifir).25. From that point, however, it 
increases again, and from thia 
the inference appears to he plain 
that the same lode runs right 
acroBS tlie region that these crc(;kH 
cut tlirough, whicLi is jiroved still more 
anrely by the fact that the viihie in- 
creiiBcs aa you Ktriko Hunker, aud in 
the other direction i\Iiller and Cilacier. 
The nuggels found in Kl IJorailo nnd 
Bonanza show no evidence of having 
travelled any groat distance, and uonio I 
liiive are as routrh aa though they fuul 
been liauiiiiered out of tho mother lode. 

That mother lode ia yet to be found iu 
tho ridges between the creeks, and when 
it ia found it may be found to consist of 
sioveral largo lodes or a succession of 
aniall ones that may not pay to work.

Lake Le Barge, on the stream flowing 
into theilake at this point ; in fact there 
is gold everywhere in thia zone, which ia 
5013 miles long by 150 wide. Prospects 
too aro to be found on tho Daltou trail 
on the other side of tho Yukon river. A 
man riding along the Altsek trail w.\8 
throwa from his horse aud in fulling 
caught at the branch of u tree. Aa he 
drew httnself up he saw aomething 
shining on tho rock which fixed his 
attention at once. He picked it up and 
found that it waa gold. Other excellent 
proapectH have also been found along the 
same creek. Prom theae circumatances 
anddiseoveriea it may be assumed that 
in all thia country there ia gold, while in 
this m'rtici'Ur j-.'^ne it ifl eapeclally 
abundant.

NATDfiB OP THE COUNTBr. 

A Limited Snpply of Timber Which Should 
Be Carefnlly Husbanded- Methods 
of Prospecling. 

Regarding the surface of the country 
and the difliculties of prospecting: Pass- 
ing down tlio river in a boat one aees a 
succession of trees, ten, twelve, fourteen 
and aixteen inchea in diameter, and he 
naturally comes to the conclusion that it 
is a well timbered country. And so it ia, 
along the margin of the river. Butlethim 
land, and go inland and he will find the 
ground covered with what is locally 
known as nigger grass. This is a coarae 
grass which each year is killed aud falls, 
tanizling in such a way as to 
make pedestrian progresa all butimpoa- 
aible, tripping one up every few feet. It 
ia, aa might be imagined, a iiioot difB- 
cult thing to walk through thia grass, 
great areaa of which are found 
all through tho district. And where 
thcle areaa are found the miners avoid 
them as they would the plague. 

For ttie rest of the country the rocks 
are covered by from one fo.it to two of 
mosa — and underneath, llie everlasting 
ice. On thia, a acrubby growth of treea 
ia found, extending up the moun- 
taina. It is thia which appears to 
those paaaing down the river in boats 
to bo a continuation of the good timber 
seen along the banks. Timber that is 
fit for anything is scarce, and we 
should husband it carefully. Our 
timber has built Circle City. Our 
timber has served all the purpoaea 
of the tipper Yukon country. A large 
amount of limber is required, and what 
we have we ahould keep for our own uae, 
particularly aa the ground has to be 
burned to be ivorked. 

.•Vbove tlie timber line you come to the 
bare rocks — the creata bare aave where 
clothed with a growth of lichen on 
which the cariboo feed, Tiiere ia no 
timber in the way here — no mosa and no 
brush. The miners in travelling con- 
secjuently keep as much as possible to 
to the.top of the ridge. 

Prospecting necessarily has to be re- 
served lor the winter. First the moss 
has to be cleared away, and then the 
muck — or decayed raiibish and vegeta- 
ble matter. The fire is applied to burn 
down to bedrock. The "frost in the 
ground gives away iiefore the fire, ten, 
twelve or perhaps sixteen inches in a 
day. The next day the lire has to be 
again applied, and so the work proceeds 
until the bedrock is reached. It may be 
twenty feet or so below the surface, in 
which case it is usually reached in about 
twenty daya. Through this treea a^8 
found in every jioaition, aa they liave 
lalien and been preserved aa sound as 
ever in the everlasting ice. Having 
burned down to the bedrock and found 
the payatreak, you start driftinsr. 

If you have a depth of twenty feet you 
may be able to go down two feet and no 
further, and must put down another 
drift. Very few people have the good 
fortune to succeed with one shaft; pros- 
pecting boleses nuuiy aa twenty or thirty 
must be dug until you cut the whole 
valley across before you lind pny. The 
next man may strike it at the first hole. 

To give you an instance. One man 
put down eleven holes, and didn't (ind 
anything, and yet other men Imd con- 
fidence enough in the idaim to pay .'?2,600 
for a half interest in it, knowing that the 
owner had put in eleven holes and found 
nothing, a fact which will yo to prove the 
character of tho country. 

After you have worked until .Vi)ril or 
May tho water begins to run, and the 
trouble ia that the water iiccuiiiulaleB 
and you cannot work, atj it jiuts out the 
lires which liavo been used to thaw out 
and soften the ground. Then the tim- 
ber ia prepared and the sluice boxes put 



THE UPS AND DOWNS. 

One MaKes Millions at a Strike— Another 
Mines for Forty-Two Years In 
Foverty. 

In one clean up eighty pounds avoir- 
dupois of K'old was taken out, or a total 
value of al)out ifKi.OOO. When you con- 
eider that tho securing of this amount 
took the united hibora of of six men for 
>thi'ee months, you can underetand that 
there is considerable coat connected with 
the operation. 

One man, who owns a claim on El 
Oorado and one on Bonanza, has sold 
out, so it is said, for a million dollars; 
he went into the country a poor man 
with the intention of raising sufhcient 
money to pay off the mortgage on hia 
place. He has, £ believe, not only done 
BO, but paid off those of all his neigh- 
bors. 

Although theae creeke are rich, and as 
I have told you more men have made 
home-atakea there than anywhere else 
iu tho world, I do not wiah you to look 
only on the bright side of the picture. 
A.n .American from Seattle came in June 
ISDG, to tho Forty Mile with hia wife 
with the intention of bettering hia con- 
dition. They went out again last 
.July with $52,000. I waa well 
aojuainted with thia man, a very decent, 
intelligent man. He told me one day 
that if he could remain in this country 
from three to liVe yearaand go out with 
$.5,000 he would consider himaelf in luck. 
He has gone out with' $62,000, and after 
the prospectioit .be has done, a little 
iu the niiddlo ttad at one end of the 



claim, he believes that he has if500,000 
tliere. 

On the other hand, however, a Scotch- . 
man named Marks haa been in there Inr 
eleven years. 1 have known him well, 
and once last fitll when he waa sick I 
asked him how Iohk he had been mining. 
Ilia reply waa forty-two yeara — in all 
parta of the world, excep in Australia, 
In reply to the queation aa to whether 
ho had ever made liia atake, he told me 
he had never yet made more than a liv- 
ing, and very often that was a acanty 
one. Thia, of course, is the opposite 
extreme. I could quote scores of caeea 
similar to that, so that I would not have 
you look too much on the bright aide. 

There are men in that country who 
are poor, and who will remain ao. It 
has not been their " luck " as they call 
it to strike it rich. But I may say that 
that country offers to men of great forti- 
tude and some intelligence and steadi- 
neaa an opportunity to make'more money 
in a given time than they poEsibly could 
make anj where else. You have, of 
courae, a good deal to contend with ; 
your patience will be, sorely tried, for 
the conditions are so unique that they 
have surprised many who have gone in 
and they have left in disgust.

We have there a vast region com- 
prising from 90,000 to 100,000 square 
miles of untold poBsibilitiea. Rich de- 
posits we know to exist, and all may be 
as rich. We know now that there is 
sufhcient to supply a population of a 
hundred thousand people, and I look 
forward to seeing that number of people 
n that country within the next te 
yeara. It ia a vaat inheritance. Let up 
use it as becomes Canadians — intelli 
gently, liberally, and in the way to ad- 
vance our country Canada. Let ua use 
t aa become the ofl'apriug of the Mother 
of Nations."

ORCHARD PESTS. 

Instances of How Unexpectedly and Per- 
sistently They Occur. 

To pursue this subject intelligently, 
and with a view to definite results, two 
more only of the many typical cases need 
here be recited. 

The withered and ragged condition of 
the tree does not always follow an at- 
tack of San Jose scale infection. Lilce a 
svell-nourished consumptive, in many 
cases appearances are deceiving. 

A case in point is the following: A 
French prune tree about four years old 
was found, on examination — although 
covered with foliage and full of half- 
grown prunes— to be literally alive on its 
trunk with the fattest specimenB I had 
ever seen. This tree was in the centre 
of a lovely orchard, and being in the 
height of the hatching season for the 
mischief breeders, was promptly con- 
signed to a brush heap and burned. 

The next case was that of an orchard- 
ist and farmer who, on« discovering an 
oight-year-old apple tree covered with 
San Joae scale, after trying several ex- 
periments to rid tlie tree of its enemy, 
finally cat off the whole top, committed 
it to the flames, and proceeded to white- 
wash the bare trunk — which was left 
standing— with five or sis coats of lime 
wash. 

Now, surely, said he, nothing can 
stand such treatment and live. Alas, 
be had counted without his host. Mow 
little he suspected the latent power hid- 
den beneath the univalve, whose har- 
dened shell so completely set at defiance 
the lime wash. An examination re- 
vealed numbers of them bursting the 
improvised lime covering with appar- 
ently as much ease as the chick bursts 
its ehell when ready to hatch. 

It has been said that Uio white scale 
(Iceryea purchasi), and the black scale 
(Lecaniiim olea) unfurl their l)auner8 
and charge the parapots ; but the S.ui 
Joae scale steals in from the rear, takes 
pOHaeRsinn of the works and then raUes 
its colore. 

To us who live next th^i coast and on 
the island, our greatest loss must come, 
perhaps, from this one pest, in the cul- 
tivation (if the apple, pear and plum. 
Terrible, iudeed, will be the spread of 
this fell destroyer in the interior valleys 
where tlio therniomoter runs so high in 
suiiimer tiiat it is possible to make Hold 
culture of tlie peach, if it once gets a 
foothold there. It is e(jually tenacious 
of its lirip on plums and prunes, and ac- 
coimnodates itself, with wonderful facil- 
ity, to almost any atmospheric or othti- 
oonditioua. 

In the vvork of ex terminal ion of this 
and kindred pests we can all'ard in every 
legitimate way to familiarize oureelves 
with the metlioda employed by those 
who have waged war against it for the 
last twenty years. Every boy and girl 
who attends school should be more or 
lees familiar with the form and color of 
both our triends and enemies in the in- 
sect world. I would not willingly add to 
the number of etadies, but I know from 
personal contact with school children in 
this work that no study has such a fas- 
cination, is ao absorbingly interesting, 
as economic entomology in its primary 
stages. Mounted on charts and confined 
for two or three hours per week to chart 
work, with occasional object lessons in 
this direction, many a lady-bird and 
larva now destroyed ignorantly would 
be permitted to live and bless genor- 
atioiia unborn by devouring thousarulo 
of aphides and other peats which forever 
torment both gardener and farmer.

Captain Keefe, who at the time of the 
burning of the aohooner Annie C. Moore 
in Skagway bay was acting as mate of 
that ill-starred craft. Keefe, it will be 
remembered, did not come south on the 
Topeka with Captain Hackett and the 
others of the crew, preferring to go to 
work in Juneau until something better 
presented itself. It was for thi^ reason 
that Captain Walbran declined to con- 
sider him a shipwrecked or distresEed 
mariner, and as such entitled to trans- 
portation by the government, particu- 
larly as he understood that Captain 
Keefe had money with which, had he 
wished, he could have paid for his pas- 
sage on any of the southbound steamera 
calling. Sealing men and sailors who 
think the captain of the govori.mont 
steamer should have given theaeaistance 
asked for say that Keefe being really 
destitute, tho government will be 
obliged to pay his fare home in any 
event— as they reimbursed the steam- 
ship company for the transportation of 
the others of the schooner's company. 

C. 1'. N. AltIl.\NaE.\IENTS. 

It is anticipated by the oflicials of the 
0. P. N. Company that the Islander will 
resume service on the Victoria-Dyea 
route on or about the 15th of February, 
when the spring rush to the northern 
gold fields may be reasonably expected 
to commence. The new river boat be- 
ing built at St. Michael's for service on 
the Yukon will h« ready to make 
first trip to Dawson by the time the 
river is clear of ice, and to .connect with 
her the Danube is scheduled to enil from 
Victoria for St. Michael's on June 14.

ROUTES TO YUKON. 

To THK EDiTOtt:— Among the many 
circumstances vrhtrh render desirable aii 
all Canadian route to the upper Yukon 
territory, a rather itnportant one appears 
to have hitherto escaped attention. It 
would Ijii irrational to suppoee that 
amone suuh a population as will he 
there uBSemhled, crime will bo alto- 
RetliHi- absent. Courts of juetico will be 
held and criniinala will be eentenced to 
toriUB of imprlBoinnent. Can thefe 
prieoiiera be legally ruid eafely conveyed 
to the place whi're tliey will have to 
serve out tludr eontcnoo by any exiBting 
route? I aek this (iiiestioii advLsedly, 
hoeause it would appear from a case 
which ociiurred eomo lime a^o, this can- 
not be done. The case to whifb I refer 
hajipeued in this way bo far as I can ro- 
niemhcr. At an assize held in Gaseiar 
about the year '77 or '78 a man was 
eentence<i by the late Mr. Justice Gray to 
a term of iinpriBonment. While beinfr 
brouiht tlown the f^tickeen in the 
custody of a peace office: in a canoe, and 
while the party were encamped for the 
night on American Boil, or soil so claimed, 
the prisoner ecized tho guard's arms and 
v,-aB fcr a short time at liberty. He was 
immediately overpowered and brought 
on to Victoria where he served part of 
his sentence. He waa a citizen of the 
United Statea and .vas released from jail 
at the instance of that government be- 
fore his sentence expired. I was in- 
formed at the time that the reason of his 
release was that he wac illegally con- 
veyed through a forbfgn country. 

There may be some provision in the 
extradition treaty governing such cases, 
but extradition is troublesome, expen- 
sive and tedious, and it would be well to 
avoid it if poBSiblc, 

Tlio best and safest way to avoid in- 
teruation.il complications is to eBlablish 
an all Canadian route through Canadian 
soil to a Canadian port,
